To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

of  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth. 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  this  Borough  for  the  year  1946. 

Whilst  fuller  details  are  given  throughout  the  pages  of  this  report, 
I  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  certain  of  the  main  features  of  the 
Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  21.32  per  thousand  of  the  population  shows  a 
substantial  increase  over  that  of  1945  (19.47)  and,  with  the  exception 
of  the  year  1944  (21.90),  is  the  highest  recorded  Birth  Rate  since  1925. 

The  Death  Rate  has  again  dropped  from  13.56  per  thousand  of 
the  population  in  1945  to  12.49  in  1946.  This  is  the  lowest  Death  Rate 
since  1939. 

I  record  with  satisfaction  that  there  were  no  Maternal  Deaths  during 
1946. 

Notifications  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  showed  the  same  figure 
as  at  1945,  i.e.  86,  and,  although  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  tends  to 
increase  during  war  and  immediate  post-war  years,  it  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  the  figure  for  the  year  1919  was  152. 

At  December  1946  approximately  67%  of  the  child  population  had 
been  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  and  there  was  only  1  death  (an 
unimmunised  child)  from  the  disease  during  the  year. 

The  routine  Sanitary  Inspection  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  as  will  be  seen  from  a  study  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report  commencing  at  page  15. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to 
ail  members  of  my  staff  for  their  valuable  support  and  keen  interest 
taken  in  the  general  administration  of  the  Department.

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LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

With  the  exception  of  hospital  clearance  swabs,  175  of  which  were 
examined  during  the  year  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Moor  Park,  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  'North  Shields,  all  bacteriological  specimens  were 
examined  at  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  King’s  College, 
Newcastle,  under  a  joint  scheme,  inaugurated  in  August,  1944,  incorporat¬ 
ing  the  authorities  of  Newcastle,  Gateshead,  Durham  County  and  Tyne¬ 
mouth.

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Prater  Maternity  Home. 

This  Maternity  Home  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  is  administered  in  co-operation  with  the  Tynemouth 
Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary',  one  Matron  acting  for  both  Institutions. 
General  Practitioners  attend  their  own  patients  in  the  Home. 

156  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year,  resulting  in  156  con¬ 
finements,  2  of  which  were  stillbirths.  The  total  live  births  were  155 
of  whom  77  were  males  and  78  females. 

Average  duration  of  residence  per  patient  was  11.73  days.  Medical 
Aid  was  summoned  in  39  cases.  There  were  no  Maternal  Deaths  during 
the  year.  Number  of  infant  deaths  within  10  days  of  birth,  one. 


Balkwell  Smallpox  Hospital. 

TJiis  Hospital,  which  was  a  temporary  building  completed  in  1925, 
has  now  been  demolished  to  make  way  for  the  further  development  of 
the  Councirs  Housing  Programme.  Arrangements  have  been  entered 
into  with  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Corporation  to  isolate  in  their  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  at  Walker  Gate  any  cases  of  smallpox  occurring  in 
Tynemouth  County  Borough.

Mental  Defectives  are  also  admitted  from  time  to  time  to  Preston 
Road  Institution,  North  Shields  as  a  “place  of  safety”  pending  removal 
to  an  approved  Institution. 

In  addition  the  following  cases  are  under  Statutory  Supervision  : — 

Males  37  ;  Females  41  ;  (Together  with  9  cases  on  leave  of  absence  on 
licence  in  the  Borough).  There  are  also  3  cases  under  Guardianship 
in  the  Borough. 

BLIND  PERSONS. 

The  total  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  140.  Under  Section  176  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
for  the  prevention  of  blindness  and  for  the  treatment  of  eye  diseases  or 
injury,  21  primary  examinations  were  carried  out,  13  of  these  cases 
were  found  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act  and 
8  were  found  to  be  not  blind.  9  re-examinations  were  made  and  8  of 
these  cases  were  de-certified.

MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

This  scheme,  instituted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  has  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service  through¬ 
out  the  period  under  review,  during  which  time  460  births-  were  attended 
by  Municipal  Midwives,  who  attended  429  as  Midwife,  and  31  in  the 
capacity  of  Maternity  Nurse. 

The  daily  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  held  at  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  at  which  the  Municipal  Midwives  attend  on  set  days  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  their  own  patients,  were  quite  well  attended,  and  a  total 
of  637  new  cases  were  examined.  Abnormalities  found  to  be  present  in 
the  condition  of  a  patient  are  immediately  reported  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  to  the  patient’s  own  medical  prac¬ 
titioner,  and  during  1946  there  were  17  such  cases  reported. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  also  held  at  the  Tynemouth  Victoria 
Jubilee  Infirmary,  and  at  Preston  Hospital,  for  the  convenience  of 
patients  booking  at  these  Institutions,  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  total  Ante-Natal  Clinical  Attendances  for  the  year.

POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

No  special  Post-Natal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Public  Health 
Department,  as  patients  prefer  to  attend  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held 
three  times  per  week,  during  the  afternoon,  when  they  attend  with  their 
children.  Opportunity  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  for  mothers 
to  make  Post-Natal  enquiries  at  these  afternoon  sessions,  and  a  fair 
average  of  cases  have  been  examined,  and  advice  given. 

ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINICS. 

Clinics  are  held  twice  each  week  at  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Conditions  treated  during  the  past  year  were.  Rickets  5  ;  Debility  and 
Anaemia  15  ;  Other  Causes  21  ;  a  total  of  41  cases,  who  made  986 
attendances. 

MILK  (MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN)  ORDER. 

A  Dried  Milk  Depot,  administered  by  the  Local  Authority,  and 
assisted  by  Voluntary  Workers,  is  in  operation,  and  provides  for  necessitous 
pregnant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  1  year  of  age.  During 
the  year  a  total  of  30,971  lbs.  of  Dried  Milk  was  distributed  at  cost  price. 

The  total  amount  expended  by  the  Local  Authority  on  the  purchase 
of  Dried  Milk  during  the  year  was  £3,271.  Os.  Od.  In  addition  under 
the  National  Dried  Milk  Scheme  13,292-20  oz.  tins  were  distributed. 

8,141  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  42,681  bottles  of  Orange  Juice  and 
2,353  packets  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  Capsules,  were  also  distributed. 
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CHILD  WELFARE. 

Three  Clinics  are  held  weekly  for  the  weighing  of  children,  whilst 
consultations  concerning  the  health  and  feeding,  together  with  general 
advice,  are  given  to  mothers. 


Treatment  for  ear,  nose  and  throat  conditions  are  now  referred 
to  the  E.N.T.  Hospital,  Rye  Hill,  Newcastle.  Treatment  for  defective 
vision  is  given  at  the  Schools’  Clinic  and  facilities  arc  available  for 
the  provision  of  prescriptions  for  spectacles.  Dr.  K.  M.  Wliitc  (deputy 
M.O.Hh  1  ]as,  since  the  retirement  in  February,  1943,  of  Dr.  J.  McConnell, 
carried  out  the  duties  of  Acting  vScliools  Medical  Officer  and  has  been 
assisted  by  Dr.  Margaret  B.  Steel  (Maternity  and.  Child  Welfare  Officer). 
At  the  Tynemouth  Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary,  cases  of  Dental  caries  are 
also  treated.  Minor  operative  or  any  surgical  treatment  is  also  available 
at  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  this  Infirmary. 


CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

Out  of  a  total  number  of  51  notified  cases  of  prematurity,  38  were 
born  in  hospital,  where  facilities  were  available  for  their  adequate  care. 


CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

As  in  previous  years  special  attention  has  been  given  by  the  Health 
Visiting  staff  to  the  close  supervision  of  this  class  of  children.  In  addition 
the  Visitor  of  the  Tynemouth  Moral  Welfare  Association  has 
devoted  much  time  to  the  surveillance  of  homes  where  there  are  illegitimate 
children. 


PROMOTION  OF  CLEANLINESS  AMONGST  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  verminous  conditions.  Much  work 
relating  to  disinfestation  of  children  is  carried  out  regularly  at  both 
the  Schools  Clinic  and  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

HEALTH  VISITING  AND  INFANT  HYGIENE. 

6,944  visits  were  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year,  and

NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  Nursery  Schools  in  the  Borough,  administered  by 
voluntary  committees.  Both  schools  have  places  for  80  children. 

A  war-time  Day  Nursery  which  was  opened  in  1943  and  which  has 
accommodation  for  36  pre-school  children  has  been  utilised  to  capacity 
throughout  the  year.  Daily  average  attendances  32.  Dr.  Margaret 
B.  Steel,  the  M.  and  C.W.  Medical  Officer,  acts  as  Honorary  Medical 
Advisor  to  the  three  establishments. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  water  supply  for  domestic  and  general  use  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemoutii  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority’s  Water 
Undertaking  which  is  also  responsible  for  the  furnishing  of  water  supplies 
to  several  other  areas  in  South  East  Northumberland.  The  quantity 
available  has,  until  the  year  under  review,  been  adequate  for  all  needs. 

As  a  result  of  the  occurrence  of  unusual  intervals  of  rainfall  in  the 
catchment  area  in  the  Spring  of  the  year,  circumstances  indicating  an 
impending  shortage  became  evident  in  the  month  of  August,  during 
10  days  of  which,  a  limited  curtailment  of  supply  was  enforced. 

The  water  is  derived  from  two  principal  sources,  namely,  an  upland 
moorland  catchment  area  and  from  springs.  Surface  water  constitutes 
approximately  75%  of  the  total  quantity,  the  remaining  25%  being  of 
spring  origin.  Both  of  these  sources  are  situated  approximately  25 
miles  from  the  Borough.  The  Surface  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
at  the  works  adjacent  to  the  impounding  reservoir.  The  supply  is  then 
joined  by  the  spring  water  some  eight  miles  from  the  works. 

The  supply  is  distributed  to  the  town  from  six  service  reservoirs. 
Of  these,  three  are  covered,  and  three  uncovered.  Secondary  chlorina¬ 
tion  is  carried  out  at  one  of  tlie  open  service  reservoirs. 

During  tlie  year  12  samples  of  water  obtained  from  the  source  of 
domestic  supply  v/ere  examined  bacteriologically  and  5  samples  were 
investigated  chemically. 

Of  the  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis  two  related 
to  water  obtained  directly  from  service  reservoirs,  whilst  the  remainder 
were  obtained  from  piped  supplies.  In  the  case  of  the  latter,  5  proved 
to  be  , unsatisfactory  but  follow-up  samples,  and  further  investigation, 
proved  that  the  defects  were  strictly  local  and  were  either  due  to  extraneous 
contamination  of  the  samples,  or  as  a  result  of  contamination  originating 
in  the  mains,  the  latter  being  rectified  by  flushing. 

Ihe  results  of  the  chemical  analyses  were  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 
Of  these  samples  one  was  submitted  specifically  for  the  ascertainment  of 
plumbo-solvency  in  relation  to  silver-copper-lead  pipe,  and  another  for 
tlie  investigation  of  peaty  deposit. 

Several  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  the  batliing  pools  and 
kom  the  industrial  supply  derived  from  the  general  supply  but  delivered 
through  old  mains  which,  for  many  years,  were  utilised  for  supplying 
water  from  tlie  river  estuary  to  fish  stores,  etc.

It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
conditions  will  improve  in  the  near  future  as  there  are  considerable 
arrears  of  repairs  to  be  carried  out,  due  to  the  deterioration  of  property 
and  the  considerable  amount  of  War  Damage  repairs  remaining  un¬ 
completed.

14  notices  were  served  with  successful  j 
results,  ha  certain  difficult  cases.  The  remedy  of  drahiage  and  structural  I 
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defects,  together  with  the  use  of  traps,  poison  bait,  etc.,  resulted  in  the 
majority  of  the  premises  being  cleared.  All  work  has  been  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  with  the  help  of  two  trained  operators 
from  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department. 

The  Second  and  Third  Maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewers  were 
also  carried  out  during  the  year,  between  the  13th  June  and  12th  July, 
and  25th  November  and  31st  December,  1946.  These  consisted  of 
two  days  pre-bait,  one  day  poison  bait,  and  a  fourth  day  visit  to  ascertain 
the  amount  of  bait  consumed.  The  estimated  kill  for  the  two  treatments, 
when  2,447  manholes  were  baited  was  : —

During  November,  a  survey  was  made  by  officials  and  experts 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  of  the  oldest  parts  of  the  Town,  including  a 
large,  percentage  of  premises  where  foodstuffs  are  stored,  and  in  their 
report  to  the  Council,  it  was  stated  that,  whilst  the  Fish  Quay  area  was 
classified  as  a  major  infestation,  tlie  remainder  of  the  area  revealed  only 
a  small  infestation.  Whilst  the  degree  of  infestation  found  does  not 
warrant  the  setting-up  of  a  large  full-time  organisation,  the  Council 
have  agreed  that  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  be  appointed  in  order 
that  more  time  may  be  devoted  to  the  question  of  dealing  with  rats 
in  the  Borough. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  Sewer  Treatment  in  1944,  which 
was  applied  simultaneously  by  all  Local  Authorities  in  the  area,  known 
infestation  has  decreased  considerably.  This  is  reflected  in  the  number 
of  complaints  received  annualty  falling  from  247  in  1944,  179  in  1945 
and  116  in  1946.  In  27  cases,  traps  were  lent,  and  a  total  of  72  rats 
and  mice  caught  and  the  premises  cleared. 

During  the  year,  Corporation  owned  properties,  including  tips 
were  treated,  and  privately  owned  works  and  other  premises  carried  out 
treatments  either  by  direct  labour  or  by  servicing  companies.  With 
regard  to  Corporation  tips,  these  are  regularly  treated  by  tlie  Cleansing 
Department,  using  Cyanide  Gas  treatment.  Controlled  tipping  keeps 
the  infestation  to  a  minimum.  Farms  and  small  holdings  are  supervised 
by  the  War  Agriculture  Committee  (Rodent  Officer)  and,  as  far  as  the 
shortage  of  labour  permits,  have  received  attention.  Bu.siness  premises 
with  a  higli  risk  of  infestation  have  been  visited  and  satisfactory  methods 
of  extermination  are  in  operation  in  all  cases,

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

There  were  11  Cowkeepers  with  21  cowsheds  housing  218  cows  on 
the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  5  of  whom  are  Licenced  producers 
of  “Accredited”  Milk. 
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During  the  year,  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  examined  the  herds  of  3  "Accredited”  Producers  on  3 
occasions,  and  2  on  4  occasions,  whilst  of  the  herds  of  6 
ordinary  Producers,  3  were  examined  on  2  occasions  and  2  on  1  occasion. 

101  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds  and  382  visits  were  made  to  dairies, 
milk  shops,  etc.,  and  all  infringements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and 
Orders  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

Consignments  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  by  road  or  rail 
and  the  condition  of  the  empty  churn  returned  received  attention.  The 
keeping  qualities  of  milk  from  certain  outside  sources  has  seriously 
deteriorated  due  to  difficulties  both  in  production  and  transport.

MILK  SAMPLES  FOR  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year,  81  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  for  examination 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newcastle.  Of  the 
total  samples  taken  48  were  from  sources  within  the  Borough,  and  33 
from  outside.  In  addition,  4  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  Phosphatase  Test.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  ICE-CREAM. 

With  the  recommencement  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice-Cream, 
samples  of  this  commodity  were  taken  regularly. 

Whilst  the  majority  of  these  samples  were  unsatisfactory,  it  is 
unfortunate  that,  in  the  absence  of  any  “standard,”  no  action  can  be 
taken  other  than  strict  supervision  to  ensure  cleanliness  of  raw  materials 
and  utensils. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  advent  of  the  proposed  Regulations 
regarding  the  Heat  Treatment  of  this  product,  a  standard  will  be  devised, 
and  an  improvement  in  the  general  standard  of  purity  obtained.

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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  now  remain  15  private  slaughterhouses,  which  are  subject  to 
annual  Licence.  Since  the  operation  of  the  Livestock  (Restrictions  on 
Slaughtering)  Order  1940,  all  slaughtering  is  now  centralised  at  Whitley 
Bay  under  Government  Control,  and  deliveries  of  meat  are  made  direct 
to  the  butchers’  shops. 

30  cases  of  special  slaughter  of  pigs  for  home  consumption  were 
authorised  under  a  Licence  by  the  Local  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
and  the  carcases  and  organs  were  inspected. 

Inspection  of  Meat. 

145  visits  were  made  to  butchers’  shops.  There  are  no  open  stalls 
used  for  the  sale  of  meat. 

SWINE  FEVER. 

One  case  of  suspected  Swine  Fever  was  reported  to  the  Ministry. 
The  one  outbreak  was  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  and 
resulted  in  the  slaughter  and  destruction  of  three  pigs.' 

FISH. 

During  the  season,  a  large  number  of  boats  were  engaged  in  herring 
fishing,  and  the  catches  were  usually  landed  and  dealt  with  the  same 
day.  All  catches  were  dealt  with  at  the  Corporation  Fish  Quay,  and  the 
quality  of  fish  landed  has  been  well  maintained.

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SWIMMING  BATHS. 

I'herc  are  two  open-air  swimming  pools  in  the  Borough. 

(1)  Tynemouth  Bathing  Pool : — The  sea  water  is  subject  to  continuous 

filtration  and  chlorination  treatment.  A  sample  taken  for 
Bacteriological  examination  was  found  satisfactory. 

(2)  Hawkey’s  Lane  Swimming  Baths. — Previously  a  salt  water  bath, 

a  change  to  fresh  w^ater  w^as  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  season, 
'hhe  w^ater  is  subjected  to  chlorination  b}^  the  addition  of  a 
chlorinating  agent.  As  the  five  samples  taken  during  the  year 
proved  unsatisfactory,  it  is  hoped  that  the  installation  of  a 
continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  plant,  now  on  order,  will 
be  completed  before  the  commencement  of  the  1947  season.

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IMMUNISATION. 

The  scheme  for  the  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  the  child 
population,  has  been  fairly  well  supported  by  parents. 

In  conjunction  with  the  staff  of  the  Education  Department, 
scholars  were  immunised  at  the  Schools  Clinic,  whilst  Pre-School 
children  were  immunised  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
a  total  of  724  children  being  immunised  under  the  scheme  during 
the  year,  63  of  wliich  were  School  Children,  whilst  661  Pre-School 
Children  were  immunised.  58  children  of  all  ages  were  given  reinforcing 
injections. 

It  is  estimated  that,  at  31st  December,  1946,  67%  of  the  child 
population,  i.e.  children  under  15  years  of  age  had  been  immunised.

ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  THERAPY. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year 
was  107,  made  up  of  20  adults  and  87  children,  the  result  of  the  treatment 
given  being  as  follows  : — 

8  were  discharged,  healed  or  quiescent  ;  40  improved ;  5  remained 
stationary  ;  and  13  cases  ceased  to  attend,  and  41  cases  upon  which  it  is 
too  early  to  report.
